The Street of Millionaires 


“HE nursery stories which used to entertain our grand- 
fathers often recounted the tale of the poor boy who 
dreamed of the riches of the great city, and died a 

King or a millionaire, according to the country he lived in. 
Fifth Avenue has for generations seen the homes of poor 
boys who died rich and important in their community, sur- 
rounded by more luxury than their fathers ever knew. 


From its earliest days the Avenue has been lined with 
fine houses of the rich. When Washington Square was the 
very fringe of the aristocracy and the edge of fashion, red 
brick houses with white stone. window trimmings gave it 
something of the atmosphere which old streets in Boston 
and Philadelphia still have. 


Today few of the houses of the old Avenue which was 
the street of millionaires remain intact. Cn the West Side 
of the Avenue, above St. Patrick's and its archiepiscopal 
dignity, stands a group of buildings in the style of the 
French Renaissance, the only complete block of houses on 
the Avenue which preserves an architectural harmony. 
They were designed in the Eighties by William Morr's 
Hunt, and mark the first break with the dour traditions of 
the post Civil War pericd. High up in the gable of the 
corner house the architect, after the manner of the ancient 
builders, placed a statue of himself, which can plainly be 
seen from the street 


Across the Avenue, white marble fronts, with balconies 
and_ pilasters running up to the cornices, recall the manner 
of the Eighteenth Century in France 


The Vanderbilt house at Fifty-Seventh Street, facing 
the Plaza, achieved for the Eighties what the A. T. Stewart 
house and its white marble did for the preceding decade 
The arrival of shops may change this. Now there are 
rumors of the disappearance of the princely dwellings which 
have given an atmosphere of luxury to the approach ti 
Central Park for the last thirty years 


Far beyond, in the Seventies stands the palatial home 
of the late Henry Frick. It has a wing enclosing one side 
of a square grass plot.
